WASHINGTON — (,'P) — The Federal 


Power Commission issued Wednesday 
a limited certificate lo the Louisiana- 
Nevada Transit company authorizing 
it to construct and operate facilities for 
trans]x)rtation of natural gas from iUs 
Cotton Valley fie'id in Webster Parish, 
La., to Hope and Okay, Ark. 


The commission specified its certif- 


icate should be cancellable if the com- 
pany increased or proposed to increase, 
the wholesale rate to consumers above 
10 cents a thousand cubic feet. 


The company proposed to serve two 


indusrtial customers ,a cement com- 
pany at Okay and a brick works at 
Hope, and lo furnish nalural gas for 
boiler fuel for Ihe Hope Municipal 
Water and Light Plant. 


The three are now served by Iho 


Arkansas Louisiana Natural Gas com- 
pany, which intervened in Ihe pro- 
ceeding. 


The commission stipulated lhat if 


Saratoga, Fulton, McNab or Bradley, 
Ark., requested natural gas from the 
applicant, il should "provide service 
al rates nol in excess of those indicated 
in the present proceedings."

Bennett, Chiel of the Soil Conservation Service of the 
United States, in appreciation of the benefits that have 
come to Hope and Hempstead county during- the last 
five years. 


Jt is a conservative estimate that in addition to the 


work done on the farms of Hempstead county in reclaim- 
ing thousands of acres of eroded farms, more than a 
million dollars has been paid out to enrollees, supervisors, 
merchants and property owners, a very large part of 
which has been spent here in Hope. 


There are 37 men working in supervisory positions, 


most of whom live in Hope and maintain families and 
spend practically their entire income with the local 
merchants. The boys who work at the camp, many from 
Hope and Jlempstead county, spend a large part of their 
income locally. Purchases of provisions and equipment 
have added many other thousands of dollars to the money 
spent here, because of the Soil Conservation camp and 
district.

Somehow, to speak or write of the prospect of war is easy. It is easy to 


think of things to say. and it is easy to get people to listen. 


But it is harder to speak of peace, and there are all too few to listen. 
That is why Grant Alexander. Minnesota congressman, deserves all the 


more credit for his gesture in behalf of peace when he suggested that Pope 
Fitts be urged to call an international peace conference. 


A belligerent speech demanding another 10 billion dollars for the army anil 


navy would have drawn more attention. A flag-waving speech berating other 
countries and peoples and demanding a chance to wade in blood up to the 
hocks would have seemed more spirited. 
, But Alexander, who is himself a World War veteran and for 10 years a 
member of the Minnesota National Guard, did none of those things. He asked 
far peace. 


One thing is certain: the peoples of the earth are not going to get peace 


unless they demand it. They may not even then get it, but the more they 
'demand it, the better chance there is of getting it. 


Hold.the peace conference now while thsre is still something to confer 


about, seems to be Alexander's idea, instead of following another and worse 
world war with another and worse Versailles. 
- 
The Vatican seems interested in Alexander's suggestion, for its official 


paper printed the appeal at length. How valid the specific plan misht be for 
a peace conference called by the Pope remains to be seen. Yet it Is hard to 
think of anyone else in a more neutral and international position, with more 
influence, fewer axes to grind, and in general in a better position to call it The 
memory of Pope Benedict XV is loved for the efforts he made during the 
World war to end the slaughter and mitigate iU horrors. 


Suppose this proposal, or any similar effort, were to fail0 There is no 
disgrace in that 


The only disgrace is in the fact that in the whole world there are so few 


to work for peace, and such reluctance among the world's great ones to make 
even a gesture toward building a world order on some surer and stronger 
foundation than dead men's blood and bones

than are the requirement of grown- 
ups for these substances. 


The average adult who will eat a diet 


of well-selected materials, including 
particularly milk, butter, eggs cheese, 
leafy gieen vegetables, and similar 
materials need not worry a great 
deal about vitamin deficiency. 


Many people suffer 
from' relative 


deficiencies 'of vitamins because they 
live on restricted diets, as fur example, 
women who are reducing, and addicts, 
of one-sided diets, as is the case with 
many food faddists.

Many of the vitamins have now been 


prepared in concentrated form; ot- 
hers are supplied by the use of pro- 
ducts which are known to be rich 
in these vitamins. For example, cod 
liver oil is the richest known sub- 
stance in nature in vitamin D: halibut 
liver is the richest known .substance 
in vitamin A; and orange and tomato 
juices are exceedingly rich in vitamin

Once Dared Japan 


to Invade China 


Wang Ching-Wei Is Now 


Head of Jap Govern- 


ment in China 


By the Associated Press 


Back toward the early days of the 


Republic of China, which the late, 
great Dr. Sun Yat-Sen founded in 1911, 
the dominate triumvirs of the republic 
were Hu Han-mln, Chiang Kai-shek 
and Wang Chao-ming. 


Hu Han-min died. The paths of 


Chiang and Wang have crossed storm- 
ily many times since. 


V/ang Chao-ming has become known 


as Wang Ching \Wtei. And 
it was 


Wang Ching-wei who just became 
head of a new Japanese-sponsoroed 
political party in China. The Japa- 
nese had set up puppet regimes in 
Nanking and Peiping. Now the gov- 
ernment of Japanese China is expected 
to be merged under Wang. 


Wang was born in 1884. His hobby 


has been' swimming since his youth. 
He went to school in Japan and has 
spent much time in Gei'm'any. "His 
connections with Fascist powers are 
clear," says a Chinese newspaper. 


An eloquent spekaer, he has held the 


highest posts in China. He has been 
chairman of the Kuomintang, Dr. Sun 
Yat-Sen's political party. He was once 
minister of foregin affairs and even 
was premier of China for several years. 


In 1932, he dared Japan to send sol- 


diers to China. 


In 1935( as premier, he came out in 


favor of greater amity with Japan. 
Although he has repeatedly announced 
that China would never yield ot Japan, 
he has been accused often of pro-Jap- 
anese activities. And attempts to as- 
sassinate him have been frequent. 


On January 1, he was kicked out of 


the Kuomintang. In June, 
Chiang 


Kai-shek ordered his arrest for high 
treason. 


Now he is to head the Japanese gov- 


ernment in China. 


Said the Japanese army announce- 


ment: 


"It is likely that Wang soon will be 


the senior Chinese leading the new 
order in East Asia."
